forth that the bureau's assets for 
the past year totaled $49,176,545, 
while its system represented an in- 
veerment of $41,374,852.41. 

Price, Waterhouse & Co. au- 
adit of the power bureau's accounts 
and records for the past fiscal year, 
it was pointed out, was made in 
accordance with the bureau's cus- 
tom of having ite books audited 
each year by a firm of nationally 
recognized accountants. 

All interest and annual principal 
charges on outstanding power 
bonds are being met entirely by 
the power bureau, and without one 
penny of expense to the taxpayers, 
the audit report reveals. 

Surplus earnings of the power 
bureau for the past fiscal year, the 
audit report stated, amounted to 
$2,664.886.61 after making all de- 
ductions for operation and main- 
tenance ex interest on out- 
standing bonds and provision for 
depreciation of plant and equip- 
ment.
